NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—C. C. M»i«r oif-S«n Francisco, * prisoner en the 


stsamer Carmania, shot and killed himself in his cabin today just as the big 
liner was entering New Y»rK harbor. 


Meier was charged with embezzling $20,000 from a San Francisco wine 


merchant, and was returning from London to answer the charge. 


He shot himself at daylight as the outlines of the American shore be- 


came visible. He was In custody of an officer. 


Meier was arrested in London at the request of the State Department at 


Washington. He did not contest the application for his extradition.

ture, and not by the charter.

the City Council to submit a local op- 
tion proposition to the people was sub- 
mitted 
to Assistant City Attorney 


O'Brien this morning, he stated tha.t 
he was not prepared to give a definite 
decision, but Intimated that there was 


grave doubt as to the authority of 


the council to do something which was 
not provided for In the charter. He

FROM THE CHARTER. 


"The council derives all of Its pow- 


ers from the charter, where not pro- 
vided for by State law. In the pres- 
ent case there Is no provision for the 
submission of the closing up of sa- 
loons to the people. Th^ve Is no ref- 
erendum clause. This difficulty mlghj 
be obviated by the amendment of the 
charter, but as the matter now stands

What 
makes the difference between a neat, 
clean village, say in Switzerland, which 
has local aelf government, and a town in 
Syria which Is governed from the capital 
of the province?

cessfully enforcing local option; and Ber- 
keley is soon to follow the example of 
Cambridge and banish the saloon from 
the seat of our great University. In Cali- 
fornia 175 cities and towns and several 
counties have banished the saloon.

Hummel alleges that the indictments 


found against'him In January last aie 
null and void and that any action under 
them should be restrained by writ of 
prohibition. He contends that the Indict- 
ment should not stand because he was 
called as a witness before the Grand 
Jury which afterwards found the indict- 
ment against him. In his brief Hummel 
alleges that "In one instance there was 
a threat to present him to the court for 
refusing to answer a question on the 
ground that It might tend to incriminate 
him." 
The District Attorney holds that the 


Indictments against Hummel are valll 
and should stand. 
Hummel was recently convicted on an 


Indictment charging him with conspiracy. 
He was sentenced to one year In the 
penitentiary and In -addition was fined 
S500. If the Court of Appeals should In- 
validate the Indictments the Judgment of 
the conviction already obtained would be 
set aside, but if the court upholds the in- 
dictments it is believed that the Dis- 
:rict Attorney will place Hummel on trial 
at ones on tie indictments which charge 
subornation of perjury.

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Banker Schiff s Panic Prediction 


The statement of so eminent a financier as Jacob H. Schiff, in 


a public address, that a panic is inevitable unless our currency sys- 
tem is changed, was certain to provoke widespread comment and 
excite a measure of apprehension. 
Mr. Schiff is the head of the 


great banking house of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., which is a potent finan- 
cial power on both sides of the Atlantic. He is, moreover, a man 
of conservative instincts as well as large grasp of monetary ques- 
tions. Necessarily when such a man makes so grave a prediction 
deliberately he furnishes food for anxious thought. Doubtless he 
spoke as he did at this particular time with a view to admonishing 
Congress regarding its long-deferred dut}> of legislating with respect 
to the currency. If such was his object his words naturally lose 
some of their alarming significance. Nevertheless, inquiry has been 
prompted as to how far his prediction is justified. 


The weakness of Mr. Schiff's statement lies in the fact that he 


suggested no remedy for the faults of our present system. 
He said 


the country requires an elastic currency system, but what he found 
fault with was the manner of handling the treasury deposits in the 
national banks. This is not a currency question at all; it is simply 
a matter of financial method. Mr. Schiff wants the Secretary of 
the Treasury to withdraw government deposits when the banks 
are flush of money and return them in times of financial stringency. 
This policy, he argues, will prevent congestion of money in the 
banks on the one hand and afford relief from stringency on the other. 


But this is not a question of currency reform, or of legislation. 


It is purely a matter of administrative policy, with which Congress 
has no concern. It does not affect the character of the currency 
system, and does not render the currency more elastic. In short, 
Mr. Schiff complains of one thing to prove there is danger in 
another. 
He objects to Secretary Shaw's manner of handling the 


government deposits in the national banks to emphasize his charge 
that the currency system is inelastic and unscientific and therefore 
fraught with disaster. 


Mr. Schiff would have clarified the situation had he explained 


the kind of a currency system that should be substituted for the 
present one, and given his definition of an elastic currency. Evi- 
dently he wants a currency that will expand in time of monetary 
stringency and contract in time of plenty. This seems like de- 
manding the impossible. What financial Moses can make money 
ebb and flow at the beck of his rod? The stock of metallic money 
can neither be increased nor decreased by legislation. Therefore 
Mr. Schiff must be referring to paper money when he alludes to an 
inelastic currency. The trouble with paper is that it ceases to be 
money in times of extreme stringency. 
It is gold that every- 


body demands and gold will neither expand nor contract at any- 
body's bidding. Contraction is a phrase used by financiers to define 
weakening of credit. When credit fails generally, or is weakened 
to the extent that there is a universal call in of loans, credit money, 
that is, treasury notes and bank bills, ceases to satisfy redemption 
demands. The call is for gold, not paper notes, and an extra issue 
of paper in such times will not relieve the situation, even if a way 
could be found for placing the currency in the hands of debtors. 


In common with many other bankers, Mr. Schiff wants the 


currency system changed, but, unfortunately, the men who make 
finance the business of their lives cannot agree among themselves 
as to the kind of a law Congress should pass. They agree in want- 
ing something, but they cannot agree as to the way of getting it. 
Congress may be pardoned for hesitating to legislate on this ques- 
tion when the bankers can come to no agreement among them- 
selves. Shall laymen prescribe when the doctors disagree? Light 
is not thrown on the question of currency reform by such talks as 
that given by Mr. Schiff, for he took one text and preached from 
another. The burden of his talk was a complaint about the way 
Secretary Shaw handles the treasury deposits. It seems that Sec- 
retary' Shaw did not follow some advice he tendered. 
Possibly 


the secretary may have thought Mr. Schiff had some object in 
wanting the government deposits withdrawn from the 
national 


banks.

This is a day of hand-and-elbow 
religion; a day of activity—not ruminating and longing for the light 
of God's countenance, but energetic service. We don't climb to 
the top of the steeple and stand with hands outstretched to get 
nearer to Him, for we hear down below in the street and the mar- 
ket His voice saying "I am here." And the preacher who uses his 
inestim/ble privilege of addressing his fellow-citizens in assembly 
half an hour ever> week to meet them on their common problems, 
front to front and interject them from the people's viewpoint with 
illustrations alive from the day's work, will not lack for hearers. 


I am moved to these words by the announcement on one of the

Work." Such topics, especially if discussed after the sermon in 
open meeting by the hearers, would tend to make the church audi- 
toriums popular and educational.

The bill provides for a grand Interna- 


tional naval review In San Francisco 
bay. 
Th« President Is requested to In- 


vite all nations to send war vessels to 
participate In this review, which will oc- 
cur September Z6, 1»13, on the 400th 
anniversary of the discovery of the Pa- 
clflc ocean by Balboa. 
All vessels are 


to rendezvous at the bay of Monterey 
and proceed to San Francisco to take 
part In the review. 


All buudlngs of the exposition are to 


and formally opened on May 1. The ex- 
and fromally opened on May 1. The ex- 
position Is to continue until January 1, 
1914. 
This Is longer than any exposi- 


tion has ever kept open, but It Is be- 
lieved that, on account of California's 
climatic attractions, the Pacific Ocean 
Exposition could be kept open that long 
with profit.

Dr. Douglas Hyde's Visit. 


The coming of Dr. Douglas Hyde to California is an event of 


more than passing significance—not so much because Dr. Hyde is a 
scholar, a linguist, an antiquarian and an author of note, as because 
he is the prophet of the Celtic revival. Even those who look upon 
the project of restoring the ancient speech of Ireland to popular use 
in the e\eryday affairs of life as hopeless and impractical cannot 
fail to recognize the fact that the Celtic revival, which finds its 
stimulus and center of action in the Gaelic League, of which Dr. 
Hyde is the head and founder, has germinated a pan-Celtic move- 
ment that is spreading and gathering force wherever the Gael has 
planted his foot and built his fireside. It has promoted great literary 
activity in forgotten fields and antiquarian research into the past 
history, traditions, customs and tribal relations of the purest blood- 
ed race on the earth—the Jews alone excepted. 


.While the Celtic revival did not begin with Dr. Hyde, it has 


found in him an Interpreter and a prophet. 
He brought to the 


movement the scholarship, the enthusiasm, and the spiritual in- 
sight, together with the high impulse of race brotherhood, neces- 
sary to its success. His mind was broad enough to grasp the fact 
that no true Celtic revival could be local or restricted to a single 
branch of the Gaelic race. He came at a time when the different 
branches of the Cymri race were feeling a craving for race reasser- 
tion, and were turning back to give loving contemplation to the 
ancient heroes and bards of their race. The songs and legends of 
a dead past were rescued from the tombs of a dead language and 
made again to speak in living tones that moved living hearts and 
kindled anew the imaginations of the most idealistic and artistic 
people on the globe.

Separation of State irom local taxation 
accomplishes little by itself. But it opens 
he way_indeed, It opens the only pos 
Ible 
way—to 
thorough -going 
reform. 


Vfter separation It will be possible to 
idminister each part of the tax systern 
tiore effectively and to reach effectively 
ome of the interests which do not, ana 
under the old system cannot be made 
o contribute their fair 
share to tne 
common burden- 
This increase In rev- 
enues, together with the revenues from 
entirely new sources will make It pos- 
sible to lessen the burden on real estate 
In round numbers, the people of the 
State at present pay about $25,000,000 
each year in direct State, county, munlc- 
pal and district taxes. 
Of this, $17,500.- 


(00, again in round numbers, goes to tHo 
cities and counties and 57,500,000 to the 
State 
Put In another way, the aver 
age tax rate la about $1.65 per hundred 
The State rate averages one year wltl 
another about 60 cents, while the loca 
•ates average about $1 16 
Practically speaking, then, nearly one- 
third of the taxes now paid on property 
goes to the State and two-thirds go to the 
counties, cities, etc 
The problem before 
thn Commission Is to find a way'to take 
the State's one-third of the present tax 
oft the land and get an equivalent amount 
of revenue from other sources without 
s > reducing the assessment rolls of the 
counties a.t to force them, in order to 
raise the same amount of money as 
before, to increase their rates much, If 
any, 
above the county rates which now 
prevail 
This problem the Commission 


believes It can solve. 
The fear above referred to may pos- 
sibly be Inspired In part by the fact 
that In some of the cities the local tax 
rates are already as hfgh or nearly as 
high as the law allows and If therefore, 
anv property now on the

of the other advantages mean quite as 
much in general well-being in the long 
run as do^s any financial gain 
It wlil. for example be no small gain 
to have greater equality In taxation be- 
tween the different tax pavers; no small 
gain to have practical home rule in mat- 
ters pertaining to local taxation, and 
no small gafn to abolish the annoyance 
ant1 expense of State Equalization 
There are four great mnxlms of tax- 
ation. 
The first Is that taxes should bf 
equal; the second that they should bn

NEW YORK, Jan.8.—"Is It ever right 


to do wrong in order to accomplish a right 
end?" 


John D. Rockefeller Jr. propounded this 


knotty question before his Bible class in 
ho Fifth Avenue Baptist Church jester- 
ay, but neither he nor any member of the 
lass reached any satisfactory conclusion, 
and the subject was laid on the table, to be 
urther discussed next Sunday. Tha ques- 
lon grew out of the lesson of the day, 
which told the story of Jacob, who bought 
he birthright of his brother Esau for a 
moss of. pottage. Rockefeller said: 


"Frequently 
we have bartered away 
our birthright for the things of the mo- 
ment, for a peace of conscience and abil- 
ty to look men in the eye without filnch- 
ng. 
The result Is that the rest of our 


ives must be given up to repentanc* and 
regret." 
Rockefeller c«a»«d speaking for a. mo- 


ment, and then continued, gravely: 


"I feel very keenly the application of 


this lesson to my own life, and I hope 
that each one of us will think carefully 
and prayerfully of It, with a view to 
'orufylng ourselves against the moment 
of temptation. This leads me to ask the 
question, 'la It ever right to do wrong in 
order to accomplish a right end?' I have 
Deen thinking a good deal about It and It 
is not a question which is easy to solve. 
Are there ever circumstances In which a 
man is Justified in doing something which 
is positively wrong in order to accomplish 
a right end?" 
Responses were not immediately forth- 


coming, and there was silence In the class 
for a few minutes. 
Rockefeller himself 


looked very serious and seemed strangely 
perturbed over the question and his con- 
fession that he felt very keenly the appli- 
cation of the lesson to his own life caused 
some comment In the class. Presently an 
elderly gentleman arose and said that 
there were Instances In medical practice 
where the physician was justified in keep- 
Ing the truth from his patient in order 
to save his life 
Others agreed with him, 


but Rockefeller looked doubtful. 
I 


Another member gave a rather atheis- 


tical answer to the question by saying 
that as God had foreordained all things, 
therefore the crucifixion of Christ was a 
necessary evil to bring about the salva- 
tion of men 
But Rockefeller did not 


agree with this view, replying that he 
thought God was only working thtough 
his own people. 
"The question Is such an Interesting 


one," said the leader, "that we will take | 
It up again next Sunday, and I trust you 
will give it serious thought In the mean- 
time and come prepared to discuss it In 
all its phases."

three years. One dark night about three 
months ago Small appeared beforo the 
local Justice ot the Peace, got a warrant 
for both Mrs. Small and Grant, placed It 
in the. hands of Officer Moitoza, and ac- 
companying the officer to the Golden 
Gate Hotel the pair were captured. 


In due time the trial of Grant was held 


before Judge Wells, and as no denial of 
the facts in tha case was made by the 
defendant, he was convicted and has al- 
ready served six weeks of his sentence. 
During 'the progress of the trial the ques- 
tion was raised by the attorney for the 
defense that the couple were not living 
In "open and notorious adultery," but 
were simply living together es man and 
wife, and were believed by all with, whom 
they came in contact to be such.
